(New York, June 30.—After twen­ 
ty three years of unsuccessful ef­ 
fort to establish a -proprietary news 
gathering and distributing organiza­ 
tion in opposition to the co-opera­ 
tive form of the Associated Press, 
the New York Sun was sold today to 
Frank A. Munsey, a member of the 
Associated Press and beginning Mon­ 
day next, will no longer try to gath­ 
er its own news and will receive tho 
service of the dominant organiza­ 
tion. 
In announcing the purchase, 
Mr. Munsey will say In tomorrow’s 
issue of the Sim:

Dili* inis Have Not Determined What 
Form Bonds Would Take Should 
an Issue be Iou ml Necessary. 


Washington, June 30.- Au agree­ 
ment under which congress is ex­ 
pected to authorize a federal bond 
issue to meet the extra-ordinary ex­ 
penses of til© Mexican emergency 
was reached today by adminiHtration 
leaders. 
Under the plan such an is­ 
sue actually would be only in case 
the ordinary resources of the treas­ 
ury and the additional $3 10,000,- 
000 expected from tho adm inistra­ 
tion revenue bill prove insufficient. 
What form th© bonds would take, 
should an issue he found necessary 
has not been determined. Some lead­ 
ers favor issuance of some of the 
Panama canal thiees of which 'bal­ 
ance of $240,509,000
